House wh ere Presid en t Ford 
once lived crumbles to chagrin o f neighbors 


GRAND RAPIDS, Mich . (AP) 
— Th e h o u se is th e o n ly o n e o n 
th e b lo ck with a lawn th at 
n eed s cu ttin g , an d th e 
only one 
n o t cu rren tly in h ab ited . 
It’s owned by the Veterans 
Administration and could have 
been purchased for just $5,500 
last August, when its history 
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came to light. 
The 
house, 
in 
a 
pre­ 
dominantly black area of Mich­ 
igan’s second-largest city, once 
sheltered President Ford. How­ 
ever, a spokesman for Ford, 
admitting the situation is “ a 
little 
delicate,” 
says 
Ford 
‘‘doesn’t have any special feel­ 


ing about the preservation of 
that house.” 
Ford lived in the house from 
1923 to 1930 while he attended 
school in the third through elev­ 
enth grades and gained local 
stardom as a center on the 
South 
High 
School 
football 
team. Then, he and his family 


left the then-middle-class area 
for a new residence in fashion­ 
able East Grand Rapids. 
When it became known the 
three-story frame home once 
housed a president, VA officials 
pulled it off the market. It is 
slowly deteriorating while offi­ 
cials wait to see what will be 


done with it. Aside from minor 
repairs, the house remains 
much as it was last August, 
when the price was reduced 
from $11,000 in hopes of finding 
a buyer. 
Ford’s lack of concern for his 
boyhood home and the lack of 
action on preserving it have an­ 


gered 
residents 
along 
the 
street. 
‘They’d be quick to want to 
preserve it if that same house 
had been in East Grand Rap­ 
ids,” said Fred Oliver, who 
lives two houses down. 
“They don’t want anything to 
do with it just because it’s in 


this 
neighborhood,’’ 
agreed 
Nancy Brown, who lives across 
the street. 


While the area was all-white 
45 years ago, it is mostly black 
today. Two elderly women are 
the only whites now living on 
the street.

WASHINGTON (AP ) - The 
government installed domestic 
wiretaps directed against 148 
persons for national security 
purposes last year without ob­ 
taining warrants, Atty. Gen. 
Edward H. Levi said today. 
The number was more than 
in any of the previous five 
years. 
Thirty-two persons were the 
target of government micro­ 
phone surveillance, commonly 
known as bugging, during the 
same period, Levi said. The 
number was slightly less than 
for the previous year. 
The attorney general made 
the report one day after a U.S. 


Court of Appeals declared that 
a national security claim does 
not justify tapping the tele­ 
phones 
of 
domestic 
organ­ 
izations without a warrant. 
Levi’s statistical summary of 
government wiretaps without 
court warrants was contained 
in a letter to Sen. Edward M. 
Kennedy, 
D-Mass., 
whose 
judiciary subcommittee is in­ 
vestigating the frequency of 
warrantless surveillance. 


In an opinion handed down 
Monday, the court said the gov­ 
ernment should have obtained a 
warrant before tapping the tele­ 
phones 
of 
Jewish 
Defense 


League members despite that 
organization’s active, 
some­ 
times violent opposition to de­ 
tente between the United States 
and the Soviet Union. 
‘‘We hold today only that a 
warrant must be obtained be­ 
fore a wiretap is installed on a 
domestic organization that is 
neither the agent of, nor acting 
in collaboration with a foreign 
power, even if the surveillance 
is installed under presidential 
directive in the name of foreign 
intelligence gathering for pro­ 
tection of the national secur­ 
ity,” said the opinion written 
by Judge J. Skelly Wright.

A $1 per hour tuition hike was approved 
Monday night on a 5-2 vote by the Sauk Valley 
Board of Trustees in the board room at the 
college. 
The increase will boost the present $14 tui­ 
tion to $15 including the $1 assessment for stu­ 
dent activities. Trustees William Judd, Chad­ 
wick, and Robert Wolfe, Sterling, each voted 
against the increase. Both said they felt the 
board should look for other “ avenues" of 
revenue. F. Ty Simmons, student representa­ 
tive to the board, said most of the students he 
had talked to throught the increase was okay. 
Simmons added he had explained to the stu­ 
dents that Sauk Valley College was one of the 
colleges with the lowest tuition rates. 
Robert Edison, business manager, pre­ 
sented a summary of the 1975-76 budget. The 
tentative operating budget set the incoming 
revenue at $2,994,567 Expenditures of $2,247,- 


208 for salary projections and $798,025 for oth­ 
er items indicate a deficit of $50,666. With the 
increase in student tuitions, the deficit will be 
trimmed to only $4,000, according to Edison. 
Trustees approved a bid from the B. F. 
Shaw Printing Company, Dixon, for the print­ 
ing and direct mailing of five Sauk Valley Col­ 
lege 1975-76 class schedules. The approval, on 
a 5-2 vote, came after considerable discussion 
on the effectiveness of the mailers. Judd, 
while questioning the board on how many stu 
dents the mailer actually reaches, dumped 
126 mailers on the board table. He added he 
had found these mailers in the trash cans at 
two post offices in the Chadwick area. 
Judd said these were only mailers found 
in the post office from people who have box 
addresses and he wondered what happens to 
the mailers which come to the home mail­ 
boxes. Trustee Wolfe again sided with Judd’s 
reasoning to cast the other “ no” vote. 


Dr. George Cole, president of the college 
said the college maUer was the “ best shot 
overall” and was less expensive than radio, 
television or newspaper advertisement. Cole 
added, since the college had been using the 
mailer, enrollment by mail at the college had 
increased. Trustee and vice chairman of the 
board William Reigle said he felt the mailer 
had contributed to the increasing enrollment. 
Reigle later cast the only “ no” vote on a reso­ 
lution to formulate a survey committee to 
study the mailer. 
The bid submitted by the B. F. Shaw Com­ 
pany for the five mailers was $13,590. H. C. 
Johnson Press, Inc., Rockford, submitted a 
bid of $15,675. 
George Stanley, head of the Office of Vet­ 
eran Affairs, was given a contract for the 
1975-76 fiscal year. Stanley was granted the 
contract and a $1,000 salary increase on a rec­ 
ommendation from Dr. Cole. In a memoran­ 


dum to the board, Cole cited the rapid growth 
of the Veterans program and Stanley’s good 
work with the program as the reasons to us- 
sue the contract. Stanley will receive $11,000. 
Dr. Cole told the board the college was 
again looking for an instructor for the welding 
program. Paul Paulsen, whose hiring for the 
position had been approved by the board, 
withdrew his contract to become self-em­ 
ployed. 
In other action Richard Holtam was ap­ 
pointed to the new post as assistant professor 
of public service; 
—Approved hiring additional staff mem­ 
bers for the agricultural program; 
—Extended a leave of absence for Ann 
Johnson, counselor, to Sept 1; 
—Hired Lois Eichman as a nursing in­ 
structor; 
—Approved a cooperative agreement with 
Parkland College for the veterinary program.

creates would produce another 
and unnecessary layer of the 
federal bureaucracy. 
The Senate sent the bill to the 
White House earlier this month 
by a 72-24 vote. The House had 
approved it 253 to 155, well 
short of the two-thirds needed 
to override.

ATLANTA,Ga. (A P) — Pres 
ident Ford has no intention of 
making foreign policy a parti­ 
san issue in his election cam­ 
paign, Secretary of State Henry 
A. Kissinger said today. 
“ He will conduct his office 
for the best interests of the 
country,” Kissinger told a news 
conference here “ In our rela­ 
tionship we will not discuss 
what helps him as a candidate 
but what helps the nation.” 
On another subject, Kissinger 
said the government has “ rath 
er firm reports” of clashes be 
tween Cambodian and Vietnam 
ese forces along their border 
and off the Wai Islands 
However, Kissinger said, the 
information is either “ second 
hand” or 
comes 
from 
in­ 
telligence sources There is “ no 
evidence,” he said, of fighting 
within Cambodia itself 
In a speech here Monday 
night, Kissinger warned the na­ 
tion’s allies that the United 
States will not be pressured by 
any threatened breakoff of ties. 
“ No country should imagine 
that it is doing us a favor by 
remaining in an alliance with 
us,” he said 
Asked at the news conference 
whether he was aiming espe 
cially at Turkey, which has 
threatened to close down U S 
bases in mid-July, Kissinger 
described his admonition as “ a 
general observation ” 
“ It was not directed at any 
one particular country,” he 
said. 
Kissinger said he was speak­ 
ing to “ all of our allies,’ telling 
them tfcat “ alliances have to be 
two-wav streets and must rep­ 


resent a common interest.” 
On other matters, Kissinger 
said: 
—No decision has been made 
on whether he should resume 
“ shuttle diplomacy” seeking an 
interim 
settlement 
in 
the 
Middle East. 
—Indochina should be kept 
“ as free as possible” of great 
power rivalry. 
- The administration has “ no 
fixed timetable” for resuming 
relations with Cuba, but is pre­ 
pared to improve the relation 
ship on the basis of a series of 
steps 
Kissinger said his visit here 
was based on a desire to give 
U.S. foreign policy strong pub­ 
lic support. 
However, he went on, “ I do 
not consider — nor does the 
President consider — foreign 
policy to be a partisan issue, 
and we have no intention of 
making it a partisan issue.” 
In his speech Monday night, 
Kissinger said alliances are the 
cornerstone of U.S. foreign pol­ 
icy and essential to inter­ 
national stability. 
“ We assume that our friends 
regard their ties to us as 
serving their own national pur­ 
poses, not as privileges to be 
withdrawn as means of pres­ 
sure,” Kissinger said. 
His remarks were considered 
to be directed at Greece and 
Turkey as well as at allies in 
Asia who are reconsidering 
their attachment to the United 
States after U S setbacks in In­ 
dochina 
“ No country should imagine 
that it is doing us a favor by 
remaining in an alliance with 


us,” Kissinger said. 
Greece has taken steps to 
withdraw from NATO as a pro­ 
test against U.S. inability to 
force Turkey to release its hold 
in Cyprus. Turkey, on the other 
hand, has threatened to begin 
closing U.S. bases in July un­ 
less Congress removes its arms 
embargo. 
Kissinger said President Ford 
is “ working hard” with Con­ 
gress in order to resume the 
weapons shipments. Aid was 
suspended after Turkey used 
American arms in its invasion 
of Cyprus last summer. 


“ An ally whose perception of 
its national interest changes 
will find us prepared to adapt 
to end our treaty relationship,” 
Kissinger said. “ No ally can 
pressure us by a threat of ter­ 
mination. We will not accept 
that its security is more impor 
tant to us than it is to itself " 
Kissinger also dwelled on the 
Middle East in his speech be­ 
fore the Southern Council on In­ 
ternational and Public Affairs 
and the Atlanta Chamber of 
Commerce. 
He said the “fundamental is­ 
sues” in the Arab-lsraeli dis­ 
pute remain unresolved, despite 
U.S. diplomacy. 
Demanding concessions from 
both sides, Kissinger said the 
Ford administration did not in­ 
tend to allow “temporary dis­ 
appointments or strong pas­ 
sions” to deflect it from trying 
to break the stalemate. 
“We are now at a point 
where there must be a turn ei- 
t ther toward peace or toward 
new crises.” he said.

o r ro y alties; y o u are 
n o t 
n o w 
co v ered u n der a ‘q u alified’ p en sio n 
p lan (q u alified mean in g a p lan that 
is tax fav o red, fo r ex amp le: the HR- 
10 p lan , tax sheltered an n u ity , 
co mp an y p en sio n o r p ro fit sharin g 
p lan ).

ish ed su ch co rn . 
Bu t Bern h ard was o ffen d ed 
wh en we p assed th e sweet co rn 
to h im. 
In d ig n an tly , h e refu sed to 
tak e an y . 
“Co rn is fo r p ig s!” h e sco rn ­ 
fu lly ex p lain ed . 
Fo r u p till th at time, Germa­ 
n y an d o th er Eu ro p ean co u n ­ 
tries were ap p aren tly n o t ac­ 
cu sto med to eatin g sweet co rn . 
Later, h o wev er, wh en we re­ 
assu red Bern h ard th at th is ty p e 
o f co m was n o t th e v ariety 
serv ed to p ig s, h e g in g erly 
samp led an ear. 
An d befo re lo n g , h e was eat­

(mean in g , as eag erly as d ie 
y o u n g er Cran e ch ild ren ).

Ho me-g ro wn fo o d s, 
reg ard less o f th e meth o d p ro ­ 
v id in g th e same n u trien ts, o ften 
taste better larg ely becau se 
th ey are fresh an d p ro p erly rip ­ 
en ed as o p p o sed to bein g m ar­ 
k eted h alf g reen .

Adv isor 
Can fruits be canned without 
sugar? Yes, they can, but

sugar 
does 
more than just sweeten canned 
fruits. Sugar also contributes to 
the tex ture and color. So don’t 
ex pect fruits canned without 
sugar 
to hav e 
the 
same 
characteristics of good tex ture, 
flav or and color as those can­ 
ned with sugar. 
But fruits canned without 
sugar may be a good addition to 
the food supply of those who 
must limit sugar in their diets. 
Directions for canning with­ 
out sugar are the same as for 
regular canning ex cept that 
sugar isn’t added. The pro­ 
cessing time will be the same, 
and the finished well-sealed 
product will keep just as well as 
if sugar had been added. If 
artificial sweeteners are used, 
be 
sure 
to 
follow 
the 
manufacturer’s directions. 
Can y ou make jams and jel­ 
lies without sugar? No, it is 
almost impossible to make a 
ty pical jam or jelly at home 
without sugar. In order to make

correct proportion. These are 
fruit, sugar, pectin and acid. 
Without sugar, a jelly will not 
form. Commercially , howev er,

manufacturers can use special 
additiv es such as gums. But 
similar products are difficult to 
make at home. 
Manufacturers of artificial 
sweeteners som etim es hav e

for

fruit 
spreads with some of the 
characteristics of jam or jelly . 
Write them for directions; don’t 
do y our own ex perimenting. 
Can v egetables be canned 
without salt? Yes, they can. In 
the proportions commonly used 
for canning v egetables, salt is

used for flav or — it doesn’t con­ 
tribute to the keeping quality .

WASHINGTON (AP) — Th e 
FBI h as d ecid ed to ad mit sh ort 
and med iu m-sized people to th e 
ranks of special agents. 
Director Clarence M. Kelley ’s 
d ecision to aband on th e agen­ 
cy ’s d ecad es-old h eigh t requ ire­ 
ment may make it easier for 
many more women to qu alify 
as FBI agents. 
Kelley and oth er top FBI offi­ 
cials d ecid ed last week to d rop 
th e ru le th at all agents mu st be 
at least 5-foot-u , an FBI spokes­ 
man said Mond ay . 
"Th ey felt it was only a mat­ 
ter of time, th at it was one of 
th ose th ings th at h ad to go,” 
th e spokesman said in response 
to qu estions. 
Heigh t requ irements main­ 
tained by th e FBI and by some 
local police forces h av e been 
attacked 
as 
illegal 
d is­ 
crimination against women. 
Th e Ju stice Department’s civ il 
righ ts d iv ision h as raised th at 
argu ment in at least one law­ 
su it to force a fire d epartment 
to seek women applicants. 
Two women, Cy nth ia Ed gar 
and Sand ra Nemser, ch allenged 
th e FBI h eigh t requ irement in 
a su it filed recently in U.S. Dis­ 


trict Cou rt in Wash ington. Th e 
cou rt h as not y et d ecid ed th e 
case, bu t th e FBI action prob­ 
ably makes it moot. 
Th e FBI spokesman said , 
h owev er, th at th e h eigh t re­ 
qu irement was not aband oned 
merely to satisfy th e d emand s 
of women protesting it. 
“We were v ery mu ch con­ 
cerned with men, too,” h e said . 
“If y ou tu rned a person d own 
based on a qu arter-inch , th at 
migh t be pretty sev ere.” 
Th e FBI h as no figu res on 
th e nu mber of applicants re­ 
jected simply becau se th ey 
weren’t tall enou gh , th e spokes­ 
man said . 
Applicants mu st meet sev eral 
stand ard s of ed u cation, ex ­ 
perience, ey esigh t and general 
ph y sical ability . 
Ev en th ou gh a specific h eigh t 
requ irement now h as been 
ru led ou t, an applicant’s h eigh t 
still may figu re in th e ju d g­ 
ment of general ph y sical abili­ 
ty , th e spokesman said . 
Field agents wh o interv iew 
applicants mu st “keep in mind 
wh eth er a person can ad equ ate­ 
ly h and le h imself or h erself in 
any situ ation,” h e said . 


3 captured after shootout

Bu t Bu ckley and 
Hu nt agreed to th e settlement 
becau se th ey feared th at “Wa­ 
tergate fallou t” wou ld prej­ 
u d ice th e ou tcome of a ju ry 
trial. 
Mrs. Hu nt was one of 45 per­ 
sons killed wh en th e airplane 
crash ed in a resid ential area 
near th e field . Inv estigators 
d iscov ered $10,000 in $100 bills 
in Mrs. Hu nt’s su itcase wh en 
th ey search ed th e wreckage. 
Th e sou rce of th e money was 
nev er fu lly ex plained , bu t it 
was believ ed to be h u sh money 
for Watergate d efend ants. 
“Mr. Hu nt feared th e Water­ 


gate fallou t migh t preju d ice a 
ju ry ,” said Hu nt’s attorney , 
Joh n D. Hay es. “We got as far 
as we cou ld with ou t a ju ry ” 
In th e lawsu it, it was ch arged 
th at United improperly oper­ 
ated th e airplane, TTie National 
Transportation Safety Board 
later d etermined th at th e crash 
was cau sed by pilot error.

Controversial medical m alprac­ 
tice and no-fault automobile in­ 
surance bills have won approv­ 
al in the Illinois House. 
The two measures, hotly de­ 
bated for months, emerg ed 
Monday as the Illinois General 
Assembly beg an to wrap up its 
197 5 spring session, scheduled 
for adjournment before nex t 
Monday . 
Major leg islation is tradition­ 
ally held until the closing day s 
of the session, and many dis­ 
puted measures still remain on 
House and Senate calendars. 
The pending leg islation includes 
most of the appropriations bills 
for the fiscal y ear 197 6 beg in­ 
ning July 1. 
The medical malpractice bill 
would set a $500,000 ceiling on 
damag e suits. The bill was re­ 
turned to the Senate, which 
passed it earlier, for the ap­ 
proval of several House amend­ 
ments. If the Senate ag rees to 
the chang es, the bill would g o 
to the g overnor. 
The measure also would es­ 
tablish three-member panels 
each composed of a doctor, a 
lawy er and a judg e to screen 
all malpractice complaints and 
try to settle them out of court. 
Opponents arg ued that the 
leg islation would do nothing to 
lower the cost or increase the 
availability of malpractice in­ 
surance—the 
principal com­ 
plaints of the Illinois doctors 
backing the measure.

The bill would req uire motor­ 
ists to carry insurance to com­ 
pensate accident victims for 
some medical ex penses and lost 
wag es before any court deci­ 
sion on liability . 
However, the leg islation 
wouldn’t restrict an injured mo­ 
torist’s rig ht to sue for addi­ 
tional damag es. 
“This is a bad bill because it 
would req uire additional insur­ 
ance coverag e, and all that will 
do is cost the people of Illinois 
more money ,” said Rep. Wil­ 
liam Walsh, R-LaGrang e Park, 
who called the measure “an in­ 
surance company rip-off.” 
Walsh and others arg ued that 
the measure wouldn't create a 
true “no-fault” sy stem since it 
fails to restrict or halt lawsuits 
to recover damag es from the 
motorist at fault. 
Virtually 
identical leg islation was vetoed 
by Gov. Daniel Walker in 1973. 
However, Rep. Arthur Ber­ 
man, 
D-Evanston, 
principal 
sponsor of the bill on behalf of 
the 
House 
Insurance 
Com­ 
mittee, arg ued that by provid­ 
ing prompt pay ment of medical 
ex penses and lost wag es the 
measure would “remove the in­ 


centive to sue.” 
Some proponents of no-fault 
insurance have arg ued that re­ 
stricting or eliminating the 
amount of damag es paid in a 
lawsuit would cause lower au­ 
tomobile insurance rates. 
Berman said, however, that 
such a restriction — or thresh­ 
old, as it is sometimes called — 
would be unconstitutional. 
Another no-fault bill which 
has already passed the Senate 
and is pending in the House 
would prohibit accident victims 
from filing damag e suits for 
such intang ibles as “pain and 
suffering ” unless their medical 
ex penses were more than $1,000 
or they suffered permanent loss 
of a body function or dis­ 
fig urement. 
Some House members advo­ 
cated passag e of both measures 
to g ive Walker a choice of bills 
to sig n. 
Meanwhile, a bill to lower the 
ag e for membership on school 
boards and community colleg e 
boards from 21 to 18 sq ueaked 
throug h the Senate on a 30 to 16 
vote, receiving the bare m ajor­ 
ity needed for passag e. 
The Senate also passed leg is­ 
lation which would req uire 
business firms to provide their 
charg e customers with an an­ 
nual report of the finance 
charg es they paid. 
Sponsors said the bill was de­ 
sig ned to help consumers fig ure 
income tax deductions. 
The House approved several 
larg e appropriations for state 
universities. 
The 
measures 
were not trimmed by 6 per cent 


as the g overnor had req uested, 
and most schools would g et 
about a 9 per cent budg et hike.

Doug Kane, 
hard-working freshman

SPRINGFIELD, 111 (AP) - 
As a student, Doug Kane didn’t 
appear headed toward a career 
in politics, according to one of 
his former colleg e teachers and 
a close associate. 
But today he is q uickly g ain­ 
ing 
respect 
among 
Illinois 
House members as a savvy 
freshman who works hard and 
keeps his word, 
“I’ve been impressed by his 
independence. He was a very 
sm art, very thoug htful student, 
but at that time I never ex ­ 
pected him to run for office, 
said Sam Gove, head of the In­ 
stitute for Government and 
Public Affairs at the University 
of Illinois. 
Gove rated Kane as 
“up 
among the best of the students 
who have passed throug h his 
prog ram. The g raduates in­ 
clude two current state sena­ 
tors , the House parliamentarian 
and key aides to several leg is­ 
lative leaders, state commis­ 
sions and Gov. Daniel Walker. 
“ As a freshman, he probably 
knowis more about g overnment 


than some people who have 
been here a long time,” said a 
Walker aide who went throug h 
Gove's prog ram with Kane in 
the mid-19 60s 
Kane won election in 1974 
after serving a y ear as Walk­ 
er's chief aide in the House As 
a result, he beg an his tenure 
knowing more leg islators and 
being more familiar with leg is­ 
lative issues than most fresh­ 
men. 
Now 35 and the father of two 
children, Kane was born in 
China of Canadian missionary 
parents. 
He spent seven of his first 10 
y ears in China before moving 
with his parents to Montreal 
and Rhode Island, where he ob­ 
tained a bachelor’s deg ree in 
Eng lish, 
While participating in Gove’s 
prog ram at the Institute, Kane 
was assig ned to then Majority 
Leader Cly de Choate, D-Anna, 
a crafty Southern Illinoisan 
whose political fortunes were 
rising until a loose-knit g roup 
of self-sty led reformers stopped 
his bid for the House speak 
ership this y ear. 


However, Kane said he was 
determined to put the masters 
deg ree in journalism he re­ 
ceived at the U of I to use. 
After a y ear with Choate he 
took a job as a g eneral assig n­ 
ment reporter for the Louisville 
C ourier-Journal, 
covering 
among other thing s the Ken­ 
tucky leg islature. 
He went back to work for 
Choate after two y ears with the 
newspaper. 
“I had thoug ht a lot about 
what the press was doing It at­ 
tempted to be a watchdog over 
g overnment and to influence 
g overnment to work in certain 
way s. 1 felt I would prefer to 
g o out and do something my self 
than to try to influence others 
to do it,” Kane said. 
During his six y ears with 
Choate and the Democratic 
House staff, Kane said he be­ 
came more interested in run­ 
ning for office himself. 
In 1969 he won a seat on the 
Capital Township 
Board of 
Auditors in Spring field. 
He ran for a House seat in 
1970, but placed fourth among 
four candidates for three seats. 


He said he passed up the 1972 
election to complete his work 
on a doctorate in economics, 
but 
with 
increased 
org an­ 
izational efforts he led the four 
vote-g etters in his central Il­ 
linois district in 1974 
Kane won respect from some 
observers when he resolutely 
stood behind Choate when oth­ 
ers deserted him throug hout 
the marathon voting for House 
speaker earlier this y ear. 
“I think that showed he is a 
man of principle,” said Gove. 
Kane has made reform of 
House rules and abolition of 
many leg islative commissions 
his chief objectives 
‘The House has to restruc­ 
ture the way it does its work,’ 
Kane said. 
Committees must set prior 
ities on what issues they will 
consider each session rather 
than attempt to hear every bill 
that is introduced, no matter 
what the topic, Kane said. 
He said this would increase 
the power of individual mem- 
ers rather than that of the lead 
ers. “In the helter-skelter ran­ 
dom consideration of bills. I 


think leadership can ex ercise 
much more influence than if 
only a few issues were consid­ 
ered,” he said 
About his political future, 
Kane is non-committal 
“In politics, so often so much 
of it is timing . Sometimes y ou 
just don’t have any control over 
it,” he said. 


ic and Republican g overnors 
Under present law, it is the 
g overnor who appoints the state 
fair manag er and controls the 
state fiar ag ency which man 
ag es the fair. 
A state auditor g eneral’s re­ 
port on the 1974 fair called the 
fiscal manag ement of the fair a 
“disaster” and concluded it

that will hire its own fair direc­ 
tor and staff.

I am 62 y ears old and thinking about retirement. If I 
do choose to retire, how will my Social Security benefits 
be affected?— A.T. 
Dear Mr. T: 
If y ou retire at ag e 62, y our Social Security monthly 
pay ments will be less than they would be if y ou waited un­ 
til ag e 65 to retire. How much less will depend on the ex act 
ag e at which y ou stop working between the ag es of 62 and 
65. Here’s an ex ample: a worker who retires at ag e 65 and 
whose averag e y early earning s since 1950 were $5,000, 
would g et monthly Social Security pay ments of about $265 
That same worker, if he or she retired at ag e 62, would g et 
monthly pay ments of $212 . The pay ments are smaller be­ 
cause they will take place over a long er period of time 
Your Social Security benefits will also be reduced if 
y ou receive wife’s benefits, widow’s benefits, dependent 
husband benefits or dependent widower benefits before 
ag e 65. Any individual can obtain a computation of his or 
her Social Security record— such as a calculation of what 
the monthly pay ments would be at ag e 62— by contacting 
the local Social Security Administration office and sup­ 
ply ing the Social Security number. 


Can persons who are not elig ible for Social Security 
q ualify for Supplemental Security Income benefits?— 
S.V. 
Dear Mrs. V; 
Yes— the elig ibility req uirements for Social Security 
and Supplemental Security Income (SSI) benefits are dif­ 
ferent, althoug h the names sound similar. Social Security 
benefits are based on a person’s career of working and 
pay ing Social Security tax es Their purpose is to provide 
an ex tra measure of income to retired or disabled workers, 
or their relatives, whose earning capacities have been di­ 
minished. 
Social Security has been in ex istence in the United 
States since the 1930s SSI, on the other hand, is relatively 
new, beg inning in 1974. Its purpose is to provide a mini­ 
mum monthly income for low-income ag ed, blind and dis­ 
abled persons. Elig ibility for SSI depends on a person’s in­ 
come and assets, not on a prior work record. The place to 
inq uire about either of the prog rams is the area Social Se­ 
curity Administration office Many people are elig ible for 
both reg ular Social Security pay ments and Supplemental 
Security Income. You may also call the Senior Action Hot- , 
line with q uestions or problems about the benefits. 
I have been having problems with a local collection 
ag ency . I do owe some money and intend to pay off my 
debts, but I have been g etting constant pressure from the 
ag ency to settle it all immediately . What can I do?—G.K 
Dear Mr. K: 
Contact the business or other concern to which y ou 
are in debt, and directly inform the proper person that y ou 
do intend to fully pay y our bills This should eliminate any 
doubt that y ou are not acting in g ood faith. In dealing with 
a collection ag ency , do not be intimidated by what y ou 
perceive to be threats Most collection ag encies are reput­ 
able concerns eng ag ed in the difficult work of tracking 
down bills for other businesses. Some, however, may re­ 
sort to unlawful practices. Illinois has a new law to reg u­ 
late such abuses Collection ag encies are prohibited from 
using threats, harassment and other deceptive means. 
These include threats of phy sical violence, arrest or seiz­ 
ure of property , or the use of obscene of abusive lang uag e, •» 
or the unauthorized use of official badg es or uniforms. . 
If y ou have a complaint to lodg e ag ainst a specific 
ag ency , contact the Illinois Department of Reg istration 
and Education, 62B E Adams, Spring field The director of . 
the department has the authority to investig ate com­ 
plaints and to conduct public hearing s. The volunteers at 
the Senior Action Center will also try to resolve individual 
complaints in this area

Jack Len gy el also resign ed bu t th e impact n ation ally was th at 
of a feath er fallin g in th e Gran d Can y on . 
Yet n on e h ad a more dramatic ten u re. Len gy el’s job began in 
disaster an d, despite a h an dfu l of miracles, en ded in disappoin t­ 
men t. 
Len gy el was h ired as Marsh all Un iv ersity ’s h ead football 
coach fou r y ears ago, in th e fall of 1971. 
Th is was less th an a y ear after a DC-9, carry in g h ome th e Mar­ 
sh all team from a game in North Carolin a, on a rain swept Satu rday 
n igh t, flew for th e mou n tain top Tri-State airport in Hu n tin gton , 
W.Va., h it th e tops of th e pin e trees in stead, cartwh eeled in to a 
mou n tain side, ex ploded an d disin tegrated. 
Th e crash killed all 75 aboard, in clu din g play ers, coach es an d 
local town speople wh o were football su pporters, su ch as doctors, 
lawy ers an d bu sin essmen . 
It was th e worst American sports team disaster in h istory . 
Len gy el took th e job as coach after it h ad been tu rn ed down by 
a cou ple oth ers, in clu din g on e man wh o accepted th e job on e day 
an d th en backed ou t th e n ex t. It was n ot th e most sou gh t-after 
coach in g job in th e cou n try at th e time. 
Besides th e crash , Marsh all h ad ju st come off a major recru it­ 
in g scan dal in wh ich th ey h ad been placed on probation by th e Na­ 
tion al Collegiate Ath letic Association , an d in defin itely su spen ded 
from th e Mid-America Con feren ce. 
Bu t th e job was a step u p for Len gy el. He h ad been h ead coach 
at tin y Wooster College in Oh io for th e prev iou s fiv e season s. Len g­ 
y el said h e took th e Marsh all post becau se “it wou ld test my abili­ 
ties in ev ery ph ase.” 
As th e season began , Len gy el, a 35y ears old, blon dish , stou tish , 
an d sweet, started a team of fresh men an d soph omores, play in g th e 
same tou gh sch edu le th at h ad been set th e prev iou s season . 
Open in g game was again st Xav ier, a 20-poin t fav orite. Th e 
largest crowd in Hu n tin gton h istory tu rn ed ou t, n early 14,000, in ­ 
clu din g th e gov ern or of th e state, Arch Moore, abou t h alf th e stu ­ 
den t body of 10,000, an d widows an d ch ildren of th e dead. 
Th e game was u n ex pectedly tou gh . Marsh all took a su rprisin g 
6-0 h alftime lead. Marsh all fell beh in d 13-9. With a secon d to go in 
th e game, Marsh all h ad th e ball on Xav ier’s 13-y ard lin e Qu arter­ 
back Reggie Oliv er flipped a pass to Terry Gardn er for a tou ch ­ 
down . Fan s streamed on to th e field screamin g. Oth ers ju st stood 
th u n derstru ck. Man y cried. 
“It was a miracle,” Len gy el h ad said. 
Marsh all lost th e n ex t game 66-6, th e n ex t 37-6. Bu t again st a 
powerfu l Bowlin g Green team, a 30-poin t fav orite, dou gh ty Mar­ 
sh all won 12-10 at th eir h omecomin g. “It was th e secon d miracle of 
th e season ,” said Len gy el. 
Problems, h owev er, persisted. For all th e ju bilation at th e v ic­ 
tories, th ere remain ed th e gloomy memory of th e seemin gly u n ­ 
en din g fu n eral procession s th rou gh th e Hu n tin gton streets. Re­ 
cru its were n ot alwasy easy to come by , ev en th ou gh Len gy el tried 
to persu ade th em th at th ey cou ld play more an d soon er at Marsh all 
becau se of th e circu mstan ces th an th ey cou ld at an y comparable 
sch ool in th e cou n try . 
He was righ t, for awh ile. A stran ge situ ation began to plagu e 
h im . Some u pperclassmen were bein g replaced in th e startin g lin e­ 
u p by more-talen ted y ou n ger classmen ; th at is, n ewer recru its. 
Ev ery season , fiv e or six play ers qu it, to Len gy el’s dismay . 
In h is first season , th e team won th ose two impossible games, 
an d lost sev en . In 1972, th e record was th e same, 2-7, win n in g th eir 
first an d last games. 
In 1973, Len gy el’s th ird season , th e team improv ed to 4-6; two 
of thos» * win s ea*n e on last-secon d field goals. It seemed n ow th at 
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JACK LENGYEL: No regrets 


Len gy el was on th e same track as at Wooster, wh en h is first sea­ 
son ’s record was 1-8, an d h is last was 8-1. 
Bu t last y ear Marsh all won on ly on e game, an d lost 10. It lost 
fou r games by a total of n in e poin ts, an d two of th ose games were 
lost by last-secon d field goals. 
By th e th ird game (wh en th e team was 1-1) th e first th ree qu ar­ 
terbacks were lost for mu ch of th e season with in ju ries. Th e best 
play er on th e team, tackle Jesse Smith , an East-West game selec­ 
tion , was sidelin ed with a h eart con dition . Also, th e startin g fu ll­ 
back an d a startin g gu ard were fin ish ed early by in ju ry . 
Th e miracle barrel h ad bottomed ou t. 
On e week after season ’s en d, Len gy el an n ou n ced h is decision . 
Th e sch ool presiden t an d town speople su pporters tried to persu ade 
h im to stay . 
Bu t h e h ad made u p h is min d to mov e on . A n u mber of factors 
were in v olv ed. Marsh all n ev er h as h ad mu ch of a football tradition 
an d, n ot cou n tin g th e scan dal an d th e crash , it is still tou gh to re­ 
cru it for th e sch ool. Also, h av in g n o con feren ce affiliation h u rts, 
too. An d econ omy h as cu t th e n u mber of football sch olarsh ips. 
Len gy el u n derstan ds th at few sch ools wou ld be in terested in 
h im as a h ead coach becau se of h is record. “Ev en wh en th ey take 
in to accou n t th e circu mstan ces,” h e said, “th e record speaks ” 
Perh aps, h e said, h e’d try to catch on as an assistan t at a major 
sch ool. May be h e’ll take u p a bu sin ess offer from a frien d in Lou is­

USDA releases crop prospects

Ex tensio n Eco no mist 
Recent USDA repo rts co n­ 
tained impo rtant info rmatio n 
fo r farmers and co nsumers. 
The J une 
10 cro p 
repo rt 
pro v ided a new fo recast o f 
winter wheat pro ductio n and 
facts abo ut the co nditio n o f 
co rn, so y beans, small grains, 
and pastures. 
The pro ductio n 
o f winter 
wheat was fo recast at 1,6 19 
millio n bushels. This was un­ 
changed fro m the May figure, 
but 16 per cent mo re than the 
amo unt harv ested in 197 4 . 
Further, the ex pected winter 
wheat cro p is 27 per cent 
greater than that o f 197 3. 
In ano ther 
repo rt, 
USDA 
what specialists indicated that 
they ex pect the carry o v er o f o ld 


wheat o n J uly 1 to to tal abo ut 
285 millio n bushels — 38 millio n 
mo re than last y ear. Lo o king 
much further ahead, they fig­ 
ure that the carry o v er o n J uly 
1 nex t y ear may be between 4 4 0 
and 500 millio n bushels. They 
ex pect do mestic use (fo r fo o d, 
feed, and seed) to take abo ut 
800 millio n bushels, while 1,050 
to 1,200 millio n may go fo r ex ­ 
po rt. During the y ear ending 
J une 30, the estimated ex po rt 
figure is clo se to 1,050 millio n 
bushels — 50 millio n less than 
ex pected earlier. 
These tentativ e fo recasts 
were made, as usual, by pro fes­ 
sio nal wo rkers in the Depart­ 
ment — no t by the Secretary o r 
his o ffice staff. The figures, o f 
co urse, are subject to change as 
cro p pro spects in the U.S. and 


elsewhere deterio rate o r im­ 
pro v e. 
A pro spectiv e carry o v er o f 
500 millio n bushels o f wheat 
may ho ld prices lo w eno ugh so 
that a substantial amo unt o f the 
less-v aluable grades will be fed 
to liv esto ck. But such a carry ­ 
o v er wo uld no t go far to ward 
meeting the demand in the 
ev ent o f widespread cro p 
failures such as tho se in 197 2. 
An earlier surv ey and repo rt 
by the USDA sho wed that co rn 
was planted earlier than usual 
this y ear. Farmers repo rted 96 
per cent in the gro und by J une 
1. That was ahead o f the usual 
pace o f 89 per cent planted by 
that date, and far ahead o f the 
83 per cent co mpleted at that 
time last y ear. Gro wing co ndi­ 
tio ns since planting hav e been 


unusually go o d in mo st parts o f 
the Co m Belt. 
So y bean planting was also far 
ahead o f no rmal this y ear. By 
J une 1, farmers had planted 6 7 
per cent o f their cro p. Only 53 
per cent o f the beaas are usual­ 
ly planted by that date. Last 
y ear, just 4 2 per cent was 
planted by the first o f J une. 
Weather co nditio ns in mo st 
so y bean areas hav e been un­ 
usually fabo rable fo r go o d 
stands and a rapid gro wth o f 
the cro p. 
The co nditio n o f pastures and 
ranges was ex ceptio nally go o d 
o n J une 1, especially in the 
eastern two -thirds o f the co un­ 
try . There were so me dry spo ts, 
as usual, but no thing like last 
y ear’s widespread dro ught in 
the So uthwest. The driest sec­ 


tio n this y ear is in the so utheast 
quarter o f Co lo rado and sur­ 
ro unding areas. 
Weather co nditio ns sho uld be 
watched carefully fo r signs o f 
dro ught, as so me lo ng-range 
fo recasters hav e predicted a 
wo rse dro ught this y ear than in 
197 4 . 
A J une 13 repo rt by the USDA 
listed cattle o n feed in sev en 
states repo rting mo nthly at 
o nly 5,84 1,000 — 26 per cent less 
than last y ear, and 38 per cent 
less than two y ears ago . The 
states repo rting mo nthly in­ 
clude Tex as, Io wa, Nebraska, 
Kansas, Co lo rado , Califo rnia, 
and Arizo na. 
While the number o f cattle 
being fattened fo r slaughter is 
do wn sharply , there will be no 
sho rtage o f b e e f.
